Continuation of 13. Other: Applicant argues that paragraphs 0015 and 0023 and figure 3 provide sufficient supports for the amended 
portion "having a direct signal line". Paragraph 0023 states that signal line 162 is provided using hard-wire connection as oppose to a 
brake control bus. It is noticed that the buses 144 and 142 are illustrated the same way as line 162 in figure 3 of the instant application. 
Hence, it is concluded that the cited paragraphs and the illustrated line 162 do not provide sufficient supports for the amended portion 
"having a direct signal line" since the illustrations of a bus 144 and the argued direct line 162 are the same. For these reasons, the new 
matter rejection is maintained. 
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
